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Sister of Mrs. Campbell In 
Hysteria as Alleged Mis­ 
treatment Told 


PRISONER DESCRIBES 


DEATH DAY EVENTS 


Says Mind Left Blank After 
Alleged Incident In 
Tent at Balboa 


Testimony so sordid as to cause the 


prisoner’s sister, Mrs. D. M. Gamey, 
of Burlingame, CaL, to collapse in 
the courtroom and to go into hyster­ 
ics, was given today by Mrs. May 
Campbell as she recounted an inci­ 
dent which, she said, drove her stark 
mad and caused her to slay her hus­ 
band, Je u V. Campbell. 


“ It was 
terrible 
to me,” 
Mrs. 
Campbell testified. “ I tried to re­ 
lease myself and acream. 
Then my 
mind went blank. 
I remember noth­ 
ing of what followed.*' 
Mrs. Campbell recited the alleged 
incident as the crowning one of a 
long series of abuses at the hands of 
her husband. 
She had told of her 
life with Campbell at Taft and of 
numerous occasions on which he had 
beaten her. 
She recited the continuance of this 
alleged 
mistreatment 
while 
they 
lived at Anaheim in 1920 and during 
the two weeks they had been at Bal­ 
boa prior to the shooting. 
Then 
the day of the slaying was described, 
down to the' alleged occurrence in 
their tent house, when, she said she 
lost her reason and remembered no 
more. 
Picture Already Supplied 
The rest of the picture, however, 
had been supplied by previous wit­ 
nesses, for the state as well as the 
defense. 
The sound of shots coming 
from their home, the appearance of 
Campbell in stumbling flight, seek­ 
ing refuge in another house; his wife 
following 
him, 
calm, 
unexcitedly 
seeking to finish his destruction. To­ 
day she swore that she knew or re­ 
membered nothing of what she did 
that day. 
As she rocked and shuddered with 
sobs, while trying to utter the thing 
which, she said, drove her mad, the 
finishing touch of pathos was added. 
Her sister who came here to aid her 
through the ordeal of the trial and 
whose composure throughout had 
been a source of comment, gave way 
to hysterics. 
Confusion 
threatened 
for a mo­ 
ment, while 
the jail matron 
and 
others worked over her. 
Miss Min­ 
nie Childs, one of the jurors, hast­ 
ened from the jury box and admin­ 
istered smelling salts to Mrs. Gar­ 
vey. 
The latter was then carried 
from tho courtroom. 
Still On Stand 
Mrs. Campbell 
was 
still on the 
stand at noon today, under cross-ex­ 
amination of the state. 
The defense 
expected to complete its case by 
midafternoon, this depending, how­ 
ever, on the length of time required 
for cross-examination. 
The 
state 
was then expected to pnt on several 
expert insanity witnesses in rebuttal. 
Mrs. Campbell, telling of various 
beatings Campbell had given her at 
Taft, said that one of them caused 
her to be ill in bed for two weeks. 
She said several times he had kicked 
her, 
this necessitating 
operations. 
She had m e such operations, she 
said, and one operation on her head 
for an abcess which, she said, re­ 
sulted from a beating given her by 
Campbell. 
Following one beating, she said, 
Campbell left her and came to Ana­ 
heim. 
She went there to join him. 
When asked why she continued to 
live with him after such treatment, 
she said: 
Felt It Her Duty 
“We had been married by a justice 
of the peace and also by a Catholic 
priest. 
I felt that it was my duty to 
stay with him.’’ 
Mrs. Campbell recalled clearly the 
events of June 27 at Balboa when the 
?hootirg occurred. 
She had pre­ 
pared a chicken dinner for her hus­ 
band, she said, but he went down 
town and when he came home, she 
said, she noticed he had been drink­ 
ing. He paid no attention to the din­ 
ner, or the fact that they were ex­ 
pecting guests for the meal, she said. 
Then came the incident, she said, 
which marked the last of her mem­ 
ory. 
Starting his cross examination,

Mellon Issues Order for 
Making of Medicinal Beer 


United Press Leased Wire 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.— Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
today approved and signed regulations providing for the manu­ 
facture cmd sale of beer for medicinal purposes. 
The regulation ha? been held up for months pending action 
by congress on the Willis-Campbell beer bill. 
Secretary Mellon 
came to the conclusion that his department has no longer the 
right to withhold regulations that were required by existing law, 
it was stated. 
The regulation limits the amount of beer that may be pre­ 
scribed to one case at a time, but puts no limit on the number of 
prescriptions that may be issued in a given period. 
The regulations issued today provides for the prescribing of 
beer by reputable physicians in cases where fts use is deemed ad­ 
vantageous. 
The quantities allowed are regarded as liberal by 
the treasury department 
Secretary Mellon expressed the view that authorization for 
the use of beer would not complicate, embarrass or in any way 
interfere with prohibition enforcement, or make it more difficult.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24— Former 
Emperor Karl, who fled from 
an asylum in Switzerland to join 
5,000 of his followers in a des­ 
perate coup d'etat against the 
presnt government of Hungary, 
was today

successful 
and to 
have 
been assassinated. 
A noon dispatch said Admiral 
Northy continued to hold out 
against the 
attack 
of 
K arl’s 
troops near the Hungarian capi­ 
tal and that a truce was being 
arranged. 
Simultaneously 
reports quot­ 
ed the Morgenpost, a daily news­ 
paper, as saying Budapest had 


capitulated and that Horthy nad 
been forced to flee and another 
to the effect that the former em­ 
peror had been assassinated. 
Whatever the actual situation 
in Hungary at the moment, the 
possible success of the Karlist 
coup is certain to be shortlived. 
The allies have sent an urgent 
note to Hungary demanding that 
the former emperor be expelled. 
The greatest indignation It ex­ 
pressed in England and France 
over the incident. 
Czechoslovakia 
and 
Serbia 
have mobilized their troops on 
the Hungarian border, ready to 
invade if the 
attempt 
to 
put 
Kart on the 
throne 
succeeds. 
The Czech cabinet considers the 
success of such a move a cause 
of >\ar. It was believed the allies 
would not interfere if the “little 
entente,” Servia, Czecho Slova­ 
kia and Rumania, wished to step 
in and capture Kart. 
The danger of a central Euro­ 
pean war is less than it might 
appear, for Karl, fighting many 
of his countrymen, who are loy­ 
al to the Horthy government and 
surrounded by enemies of the 
“little entente” could not long 
hold out.

This is the statem ent of Lillian E. 
Yaeger, of Fullerton, who is probab­ 
ly the only woman agent for a rec­ 
ognized 
standard 
autom obile and 
who is the proprietor of one of the 
m ost elaborate agencies, supply sta­ 
tions and garages in California. 
On January 27, 1914, a t an 
age 
when the tem erity of the venture 
wou-d have appalled m ost m en, Miss 
Yaeger began h er business career. 
H er capital was $71.85. 
F ut, with a 
sublim e faith in h erself and h er abil­ 
ities, she borrowed $1,000. The $1,000 
she used as working capital. 
The 
$71.85 she kejil in the bank. 
She 
still has the bank book which re­ 
cords th at deposit and subsequent 
deposits of the 
business 
profits. 
Some of them are pitifully m eager. 
Likes to Look at It 
She retains it, she says, because 
she likes to look a t it and visualize 
her early struggles and liecause, per- 
haps, she is a bit of a sentim ental­ 
ist. 
“I wouldn’t take a great deal for 
this little book,” she asserts. 
H er first move was to build a mo. 
tor supply station. 
L ater she built 
a corrugated lion garage and repair 
shop and employed one man. 
His 
nam e is George Esm ay, 
H e still 
w orks for her. 
Miss Yaeger lived next door to her 
garage. 
She worked w ithout regard 
for hours. 
"I not only worked eight and nine 
hours a day—I worked 20 and 24 
hours,” she says. ‘‘Som etim es I was 
called out in the early m orning to 
tow a wrecked car into town. 
I 
alw ays answ ered these calla. Occa­ 
sionally when I got back in tow n it 
was tim e to sta rt work bo I w ent 
w ithout sleep.” 
Get* Agency 
She was 
selling a 
'well 
known 
m ake of autom obile w hen an agent 
for a popular, m edium priced car 
cam e to Fullerton. 
Two men, man. 
aging agencies for other autom obiles, 
wore striving for this agency. 
But 
they didn’t get it. 
■ ‘‘They gave it to me,” Migs Yaeger 
says simply. 
‘‘I didn t try to get it. 
W hen I talked over the term s with 
the agent be advised me to order one 
car on the first venture. 
I ordered 
a carload and had them eold before 
they arrived. 
■ ' Then I moved to mv present loca­ 
tion, installed a supply station and 
built a corrugated iron building- 
I 
moved my other building over here, 
but we outgrew them .’’ 
The Y aeger agency, a 
pleasant 
cool structure of hollow tile lies just 
without the main business current 
of Fullerton. 
It is comprised of the 
agency, the interior decorations of 
which necessitated an expenditure of 
$1,000 alone: the business 
offices, 
the supply station and a two-story 
garage. 
On the second floor of the 
garage is the repair shop, fully equip­ 
ped, and the top departm ent. 
The 
lower fluor is given over to th e bat­ 
tery service, storage and a dressing 
room and show er baths for the em. 
Iployees. 
Soda Fountain Also 
And a soda fountain in a garage! 
W hoever heard of 
such a 
thing' 
N either had Miss Yaeger heard of 
such a startling innovation, but she 
saw the possibilities of a profit in 
catering to the th irsts of m otorists 
who stopped on hot afternoons to 
buy gasoline and oil and th e install­ 
ed one 
Th--* first fountain had a 
counter six feet long. Soon she was 
compelled to install another fountain 
w ith a counter sixteen feet long, to­ 
gether with a cigar stand. 
T hat she is a thorough-going busi­ 
ness woman is evident from the leas­ 
ing to the Standard n il company of 
her supply station. 
The rental from 
the 
station 
approxim ates 
the 
net 
m onthly profits under her m anage­ 
m ent and she does not have to w or­ 
ry about its upkeep. 
£ h e owns several lots In Fullerton. 
Two residences assure her a substan­ 
tial income earn m onth. 
She owns 
her own beautiful 
two-story 
resi 
dence in a select section. 
These 
are tributes to her acumen. Another 
tribute to h er ability is th at the m an­ 
ufacturers whom she represents in 
Fullerton asked her to sign a long 
contract w ith them. 
She signed it, 
and she is the only woman represent, 
ing th a t company under such a con­ 
tract- 
Fem inine T races 
Outside her agency, the streets of 
Fullerton cooked in the dead, stag­ 
nating heat. 
The window shades 
of the agency were lialf-drawn. leav­ 
ing the interior cool and shadowy 
in their quiet beauty, which showed 
definable* traces of a wom an’s dis­ 
crim inating taste. 
Clad In a cool wash dress of light 
hue, h er h air drawn back uncom­ 
prom isingly and knotted a ith a care, 
less tw ist, her eyes, blue and pleas­ 
ant. but as uncomprom ising as the 
coiffure, looking keenly from behind 
shell-rtm mcd spectacles, sh- told this 
story to The Register. 
She is 32 
years of age 
She volunteered this 
inform ation, m uch to the astonish­ 
m ent of the reporter. 
Rom ic Ana­ 
heim 32 years ago. she bas lived in 
Fullerton most of her life, and still 
feels, she says. th at she has the best 
part of her life before her. 
Much has been 
vouchsafed her: 
she ranks high in the list of the 
w ealthy in Orange county, kip this, 
she says, is due to no ear** ial talent, 
and she is borne out by her state­ 
m ent th at she began her business ca- 
re cr in 1914 and it was not until 
three years late r th at she could get 
credit. 
T his because she is a wo­ 
man. 
She Hays simply: 
“I worked hard.”

On those ancient campgrounds today are found relics of the activities 
of a by-gone race. 
Mortars, pestles, stone axes, stone hammers, stone implements put to 
uses not now known, arrow heads, spear heads, stone and shell ornaments, 
bone needles and bone awls— these and many other articles that were once 
used by primitive men have been found on the areas occupied by Indians 
in the long, long ago. 
Today s article of the series, “Off The Beaten Path,” one of which 
appears in The Register each Monday, is to tell something of one of the 
places in Orange county once occupied by Indians, something of the relics 
on grounds where Indians once lived. 
Ages ago, hundreds of Indians liv- | 
ed in the m ountains and along the 
shore of what is now O range coun­ 
ty.

Factory Chief Voices Plea 
That So. Cal. Sug ar Be 
Consumed In Southland 


Beet grow ers 
of 
Orange county 
will have been paid upward of $2,- 
000,000 and common laborers in fac­ 
tories will have been paid around 
$700,000 when the present beet sug­ 
ar season closes, according to con­ 
clusion reached here today on facts 
supplied by m anagers of the beet su­ 
gar factories of the county. 
The payment to grow ers indicates 
only the advance paym ents, and this 
sum will be m aterially increased if 
lief tor sugar prices m aintain before 
the refined product is entirely bold 
by refiners. 
It is estim ated that the four oper­ 
ating sugar factories of the county, 
one each located at Santa Ana, H unt 
ington Reach, Ixis Alamitos and Ana­ 
heim, will have handled 360,000 tons 
of suear heels. 
For beets delivered, 
the advance paym ents will average 
$6.50 j-pr ton. It w'as estim ated by 
m anagers. 
On this basis the grow ­ 
ers will have ri reived $2 “40.000. 
The factories employ about. 140f 
men. not including office help, 
the 
average daily wage being placed at 
15, or a total of $7000 per day. 
The 
plants will average IOO w orking days 
in the season, m aking tho wage pay­ 
m ents $700,000. 
Com pletes Season Grind 
T he Santa Ana sugar com nanv mill 
at D yer com rleted the season grind 
last week, and the H untington Beech 
factory expects to get throneh grind­ 
ing W ednesday of this week, with 
two days’ additional operation to run 
out the sugar.

Placing of dams in the bottom of 
stream s as a means for checking 
flood w aters in the w inter season, is 
a mistake. 
This was the comment today of S. 
H. Finley, supervisor, based on ob­ 
servations made Saturday when he 
and County Engineer J. I* McBride 
and engineers A. C. Foulmer of Riv­ 
erside and Hamm of San Bernar­ 
dino, inspected dams put in by Loc 
Angeles county in a canyon north of 
the Valley View sanitarium in the 
San Fernando valley. 
Supervisors 
from Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties were not present. 
The investigators found that many 
of the rock dams located in creek 
bottoms had been washed out as the 
result of a cloudburst. 
Woven wire 
dams that have been put in recently 
Beem to be effective, said Finley. 
"We gathered information 
that 
will be of service in 
guiding 
the 
three counties in their 
proposed 
work at the head of Santa Ana can­ 
yon,” said Finley. 
“We are convinc­ 
ed that it is a m istake to place the 
dams in the bottom of a canyon, for 
big rushes of w ater are apt to wash 
them out. 
They should be placed 
higher on the sides. 
"Loose rock is used in construc­ 
tion of the dams in the canyon we 
visited. 
This seems to be the most 
economical method. 
Cement dams 
would be expensive. 
“Woven wire dams that we found 
in the canyon seemed substantial 
and effective. 
They were put in 
moke recently than the rock Jams 
and have not had to stand the char­ 
acter of test the rock dams have.” 
Finley said today that no decision 
had been reached by the boards of 
supervisors of the three counties as 
to w hether an attem pt 
would 
be 
made to build dams in the Santa 
Ana canyon in time to be of service 
this winter. 
According to reports from River­ 
side, Engineer Foulmor has made a 
survey of the Santa Ana river bot­ 
tom from W est Riverside bridge to 
Colton, where it is 
proposed to 
spend about $5000 in flood control 
work. 
The three counties will co-operate 
in check dam work in the San Ber- 
ters of the Santa Ana river.

"The American people’s ignorance 
of the Bible is pitiable, lamentable, 
dense, and sad.” 
This is the statem ent made by Dr. 
David Breed, professor of practical 
theology in the W estern Theological 
seminary at Pittsburgh, before an 
audience that well filled the auditor­ 
ium of the First Presbyterian church 
last evening. 
The gathering mark­ 
ed the opening of a four-dav confer­ 
ence of Orange county Presbyteri­ 
ans. 
The Rev. Dr. Breed’s talk, the first 
of a series of four, followed the de­ 
votional services last evening. Pre­ 
ceding the lecture were an anthem 
by the male quartet and solo num­ 
bers. 
Taking as his subject “The Bible 
\s a Whole,’’ the Rev. Dr. Breed an­ 
nounced his intention to cover, in a 
brief space of time, this large sub­ 
ject. 
In the following three even­ 
ings he will subdivide the 
Birne. 
I studying it according to the “cove­ 
nants.” 
“Many persons read the Bible at 
random or by repeating many times 
a favorite passage or two, but I say 
this is not studying the Bible. This 
may in a measure benefit the read­ 
er, but not to the extent it should. 
'Should Know Bible 
"T hj Christian 
should 
have a 
knowledge of the Bible in the order 
of its consecutive events,” declared 
the speaker. 
To illustrate his point he directed 
several queries toward his hearers, 
and assuming that they could not 
furnish the answers, continued his 
lecture. 
“The Bible is a 
comprehensive 
unit; the several divisions are also 
comprehensive units, combining to 
form the Bible,” said Dr. Bree!?. 
“The Bible is a divine work, written 
by many men, during a 
space of 
many years, in manv places, yet it 
never once crosses itself.” 
“The Bible is a moral history of 
mankind from the beginning, or, in 
fact, from the fall to the restora­ 
tion. 
It has been said by critics, 
that it is not technical 
Its tech­ 
nicalities may be strange when per­ 
taining to science or to philosophy, 
but they are absolutely without fault 
when they pertain to the spiritual af­ 
fairs of mankind.” 
Outlines Study Course 
Here Dr. Breed outlined a scheme 
for the study of the Bible. 
He pro­ 
posed to divide it into covenants 
periods. 
The following divisions 
v.ere made: Adantic covenant, »he 
Abrahamic covenant, 
the 
Mosaic 
covenant, the I^vitic covenant, and 
the New covenant. 
These will be 
taken up during ihe three lectures 
to follow. 
“The first verse of Genesis, Tn the 
beginning God created the Heavens 
and the Earth,’ is the denial of all 
Atheism, of polytheism, and of pan­ 
theism,” aserted Dr. Breed. 
Last evening’s lecture was said by 
Dr. Breed to have been one of a se­ 
ries of familiar talks on the Bible. 
No attempt will be made, the noted 
clergyman announced, to sermonize, 
or to lecture. 
Dr. Breed is one of the best known 
Presbyterian clergymen in the Uni 
ted States. He is conducting twelve 
conferences in Southern California, 
each to be held in a Presbyterian 
center. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
Presbyterian churches at W estmin­ 
ster, Laguna Beach, San Juan Capi­ 
strano, 
Orange, Tustin, 
Fullerton, 
Anaheim and Placentia will attend. 
This evening at 7:30 Dr. Breed 
will lead in the study of the “Abra­ 
hamic covenant.”

THE INDEPENDENT NEWSPAPER 


Pursuing further its already achieved ambition to 
be the hest newspaper along the Pacific coast between 
Los Angeles and San Jose, the Santa Barbara News 
has increased its size from seven to eight columns. 
This enlargement is made the occasion for a review 
of the growth and development of the News, which in 
many respects is a remarkable newspaper. 
Its chief 
distinction, however, and its largest asset, is its inde­ 
pendence and fealty to the cause of all the people— its 
freedom from factional or class alignment or control. 


On this point the News says, editorially: 
"N o town can be better than its chief 
newspaper, though the newspaper can be bet­ 


ter than its town. 
"In making this broad statement we spe­ 
cifically except organs. 
For some cities are 
so afflicted that they have as their most powei- 
Jul publication an organ which is secretly 
wedded to some cause or group of individuals. 
"A n y 
publication — daily, 
weekly 
or 
monthly — which serves a group or a cause 
which is not the cause of the whole people is 
an organ. 
It may prosper for a time, but it 
cannot endure. 
For the public has the un­ 
canny faculty of learning through a sixth 
sense that, despite fair words and specious 
promises, an organ is an organ and not a 
newspaper. 
When this discovery is made, the 
organ slides dismally either to bankruptcy, to 
change of ownership, or to change of heart. 
"A good town deserves a good newspaper, 
and a good newspaper helps to make a good 


town.” 


LIBERTY BOND VALUES 


Talk of **vahies” is often deceptive, 
lake Lib­ 
erty Bonds, for instance. 
Recently there was a great deal of elation over 
the fact that outstanding issues of war bonds had 
arisen altogether more than 
$1,700,000,000 over 
their bottom price of last year. 
That elation was 
followed by a corresponding fit of depression when 
the bonds fell back to the extent of about $100,000,- 
000. 
It should be remembered that all this sort of thing 
is "valuation” rather than “ value.” 
The former 
word means what somebody says a thing is worth, and 
the latter means what it is really worth. 


Quibbles aside, these government bonds have al­ 
ways been worth IOO cents on the dollar, and always 
will be. to a legitimate investor. 
They are promises 
of the United States government to pay that much on 
a given date, and the government will keep its word, 
and the interest payments are fair and certain. 


There are advantages, to be sure, connected with 
a rise in price. 
The owner can get more now for the 
securities if he wants to sell them, or he can borrow 
more money on them. 
B y the same token, if he 
hangs onto them, convinced of their intrinsic worth. 
he will be able to get more for them, or borrow more 
on them, later on. 
Santa Ana bankers have been consistently advis­ 
ing owners of Liberty bonds to hold on to them. 
Occasional sacrifices have been necessary, of course, 
but in general the advice has been to keep them. 
By 
keeping them, the owner, in the long run, will profit, 
and so long as he has them he has a cashable asset in 
case some emergency arises in which he must have 
cash.

tively easy matter. 
In states that had remained wet 


to the last minute, it was hard, for there was lacking 


not only machinery to enforce but the disposition to 


obey. 
It is ir. those states that there has been the 


greatest disregard of the Volstead Act. 
Steadily, however, the necessary state and muni­ 
cipal regulations are being adopted, the necessary of­ 
ficers are being provided and the machinery is operat­ 
ing more smoothly. 
When the states are in full use 
of the "concurrent power” of enforcement given 
them, prohibition will begin to be a reality. 
In order to give added strength to law enforce­ 
ment in California, it is advisable that a state law, 
embodying the provisions of the Volstead ad c be 
passed. 
The »ast legislature passed such a measure 
and Governor Stephens signed the bill. 
The power 
of the referendum was invoked by the wets, and the 
law as a state law was held up. 
It is to come up for 
a vote next fall 
In the meantime many counties and cities of the 
state have passed local ordinances as weapons for 
local use. 
Nearly all of the municipalities of Orange 
county have these ordinances, and those making il­ 
legal sales of l.quor may be prosecuted in local courts 
or in federal courts.

the case in large city papers. 
The consequence is 
that the metropolitan press has largely lost its in­ 
fluence, for readers have learned to make allowance 
for the colored character of much that they read. 
As an editor and publisher. Mr. Harding main­ 
tained ideals of the very highest order. 
His was a 
paper fit to be read by any member of any house­ 
hold.

Wants Native Cactus Garden 
San Diego Union 


It is reported by the Census Bureau that illiteracy 
in the United States decreased 1.7 per cent during 
the past IO years. 
As compared with 1910 every 
state in the Union, with the single exception of Con­ 
necticut, shows a slight decrease in illiteracy. 
A number of causes no doubt contribute to this 
small but positive gain. 
The fact that fewer immi­ 
grant illiterates entered the country during that de­ 
cade helped. 
It is possible, too, that the discoveries 
of adult illiteracy made by the army draft boards and 
the consequent drive to reduce it also has something 
to do with the improvement in the percentage. 
Another decade should see further advancement, 
and it is not too much to expect of the United States 
that the illiteracy evil should be practically eliminated 
within a generation. 
In the fight against illiteracy every school in Or­ 
ange county is enlisted. 
The percentage of illiterates 
among Americans in this county is remarkably small, 
and among foreigners our illiteracy problem is almost 
entirely a Mexican problem. 
Special schools for 
Mexican children are doing a great work for the little 
sons and daughters of men and women who were 
born below the border and who now live here. 
In the 
education of Mexican children Santa Ana has taken a 
distinctive lead in Southern California. 
The methods 
followed here are patterns for handling the schooling 
of Mexicans in a number of other communities of this 
end of the state.
